The Smiths enjoyed providing 


their children with toys and 
games, wagons, skates, and bi- 
cycles, good tools for home car- 


pentry, and a croquet set. 

They lived thriftly conserving 
money and buying simple foods 
and serviceable clothing. They be- 
lieved in thrift; it had a good 
honest sound, and they did not 
realize that in one important way 
they were not living up to it. 

Anyone passing the Smiths’ 
yard could see a broken wagon, 
a bicycle without a wheel, and 
rusty tools scattered around. 

“Those old things are no good 
now,” said Bob when an, uncle 
began to gather up tools and 
wires in the yard. “I forgot and 
left them outdoors and it rained 
hard all night and the next day. 
Dad will buy me some more.” 

Thrift, has several meanings 
and these include economical 
Management and foresight. 

The Smiths didn’t realize that 
they were thrifty only in buying 
things, but not in taking care of 
them, and that both methods are

Heavy dews, continued 
Trains, extremes of heat, cold and 


dampness are hard on paint, wire, 
wood, metal, and leather. Parents 
can emphasize the fact that good 
materials need good care, and 
make it a home responsibility to 
be efficient in this way. 

We know children who have 
been taught to take honest pride 
in dusting, oiling, cleaning and} 
polishing their possessions. In 
some families they take turns in 
patrol duty each night to see that 
all playthings used outdoors are 
put away and the yard clear. 


Tools ong a shelf or bench, 
croquet set in its box, skates 
hanging on a dry wall or in a 


closet, bicycles in a shed or under 
some protection, wagons pulled 
into a home “stable,” rope and 
wire neatly coiled and put away, 
mean equipment cared for neatly 
and efficiently, and also children 
trained in economical manage- 
ment,—Christian Science Monitor.

Do You Want to Make $14,794? Just 
Give Away $40,000: It’s as Simple as That 


An article on the financial page of the New York 
“Herald-Tribune” gives some reasons why very rich men 
are ‘cheerful givers.’ Sometimes they can even get a repu- 
tation as great philanthropists and “come out money 
ahead.” It works this way: 

“An individual with an income of $200,000 decides to 
give $40,000. He makes the gift in stock, which cost him 
$20,000 when he bought it, but now has a market value of 
$40,000. 

Uncle Sam allows this ‘cheerful giver’ to deduct the full 
$40,000, instead of the $20,000 actual cost of the stock, from 
the income on which he pays taxes. The deduction, of 
course, comes out of the giver’s top tax ‘‘bracket.”’ For that

WASHINGTON (LPA) — In a! 
referendum on 44 proposed changes 
in the union’s constitution, mem- 
bers of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists across the coun-. 
try approved all recommendations 
by the Kansas City convention ex- 
cept one. They rejected setting a 
minimum of $3 a month on dues of 
all local lodges. 

Effective January 1, per capita 
payment for each aprrentice was 
raised to $1.30 from 80 cents and 
from 95 cents for production work- 
ers and helpers. Journeymen and 
specialists have been at the $1.30 
rate. 

Pay boosts, also effective Janu- 
ary 1, were provided for Grand 
Lodge officers, representatives and 
auditors.
